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A MESSAGE

ARENTS SENDING children to a secular or non- 

Pentecostal school should ponder carefully the 

fact that the faith of such young people will, 
in varying degrees, face severe tests and possible irrepar- 
able damage. 

YOUNG PEOPLE in selecting a college should question 
the school’s attitudes, purposes, and patterns for living. 
The school of their choice, inevitably, becomes a part 
of their personality; they take on the impress of the 
institution in their character, in their habits, and in 
their total living. A school should be chosen thought- 
fully and prayerfully because choosing a college means 
choosing life-long friends and ideals. 

MINISTERS should counsel young people in choosing 
a college, and pastors should be zealous that their young 
people pursue education in an atmosphere which recog- 
nizes the need for combining knowledge with faith. To 
be sure, we should faithfully support our church school 
which unashamedly declares the primacy of spiritual 
values as the capstone of the educative process. 

Beware, a great university, a scholarly faculty, a mag- 
nificent plant, the finest of modern equipment, an excel- 
lent library do not guarantee a successful education. 
There must be a devotion to the task of character- 
preparation and a workable Christian philosophy of life. 
Lee College offers its students more than the finest 
of scholarship and culture. It sends out its graduates 
to meet the emergencies of life, dedicated to the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and inspired for service. Too often the 
faith of a young Christian meets stern tests in non- 
Christian schools where he is taught, in fact, certain 
things which are only assumptious and which conflict 
with the bases of Pentecostal faith and the teachings 
of the Holy Scriptures. The test is unequal. The pro- 
fessor has his case well in hand. He has been over 
the ground many times. When the immature student is 
unable to reconcile what he has learned with the Pente- 
costal faith he has held, conflict ensues. In the case of 
innumerable precious young people entrusted to such 
schools, spiritual tragedy is the result—the young person 
abandons his faith or else blindly closes his mind to what 
he actually feels within himself are “facts.” 

Thank God, Lee College provides positive guidance by 
word and example of trained teachers; thus, the student 
learns the essential harmony of all true facts with 
revealed faith. Why should your child be exposed to 
the slurs of agnostics and be forced to overcome the 
criticism sc frequently directed toward his beliefs by 
unbelieving professors? 


Do NOT MINIMIZE the fact that a Church 
of God student in a non-Christian school finds himself 
in a non-Christian social setting. And since man is a 
social being, he is bound to be affected to some degree 
by those around him. It is sad but true—the behavior 
patterns about him are constantly drawing him down- 
ward, away from God and righteousness. In this setting, 
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his friendships tend to include non-Christians. It is far 
better if a young Christian can find himself among 
fellow students who will provide his faith and Christian 
life with the positive stimulus of a similar standard of 
faith and life. 

The educative process is in the very nature of things 
a process of change. And the direction and trend of 
the changes wrought during one’s college course will 
certainly reflect the characteristics of the college, the 
teachers, and the student body under the influence of 
which the young person’s education has been received. 

Lee College stands for life’s highest ideals. It is engaged 
in a perpetual quest for the truth. It lays emphasis 
upon genuine scholarship and upon the discipline of 
thorough study; yet it is quick to admit that an educa- 
tion which ignores God is not valid. Therefore, the Bible 
lies at the very heart of our instructional program. 
Lee sends its sons and daughters forth with enlarged 
vision and spiritual power enabling them to keep faith 
in God and the Church through life’s darkest hours. From 
its halls, classrooms, and chapel have come’ :preachers, 
missionaries, teachers, business men in greater propor- 
tion than from any other single source.

N THE TWENTIETH night in June, 1921, I, a 

young man in my late teens, found Jesus while 

kneeling by a rough board from a North Louisiana 
saw mill, in a two-room cottage on Turkey Creek, about 
four miles east and two miles north of Winnsboro. In 
those days, it was not an uncommon thing for a share- 
cropper’s son to be uneducated or to be brought up 
out of church and away from God. Many of these 
families eked out a bare existence on a farm in this 
rich but new and unsettled part of our now wonderful 
state. Mine was no exception. 


When I Was Saved 


The people with whom I found the Lord were a happy, 
blessed band. The minister himself had not been saved 
much over one year. In the virgin and fertile soil of 
my young mind and soul, such doctrines as holiness, 
the Baptism of the Holy Ghost, heaven, hell, Jesus Only, 
the universal church, and the second coming of Jesus 
grew like the cotton and sugar cane with which I worked. 
I soon got myself a Bible and began to read it as best 
I could. On January 22, 1922, I preached my first ser- 
mon. In November of 1925, I was ordained as a minister 
of the gospel in the Pentecostal Church of God, which 
was a small group of Jesus Only people. 


When I Found the Church of God 


In June of 1926, I heard the late Reverend Charlie 
Coats, who was state overseer of the Churches of God 
in Louisiana, preach. His subject was “The Bible Church 
and Its Name.” This was a turning point in my life. 
I knew that he had preached the truth. I knew I needed 
the Church. For sometime I was troubled. After studying 
my Bible and considering the Church very carefully and 
prayerfully, I was received into the Church at Dunn, 
Louisiana. I never shall forget the day and those won- 
derful people. 


The Real Battle for My Ministry Began 
I loved fhe Church. I did not want to embarrass or 
bring undue criticism to it. I knew I was uneducated 
and unchurched. I became timid and afraid. I almost 
gave up my ministry. a

school which is now known as Lee College. Great 
strides have been made in every phase of the work— 
fields of subject matter, faculty, personnel, facilities, 
and so forth—but these are not the things I desire to 
write about. I am not so much concerned about what 
we have, as about what we have done with what we 
have. In other words, I seek to answer the question: 
What has our school meant to the Church of God? 

The present day leaders of the church have been stu- 
dents of our rapidly growing school. Zeno C. Tharp, 
General Overseer, graduated when it was known as Bible 
Training School. He later directed the advancement of the 
school for nine of its most progressive years. 

Our National Youth Director, Ray Hughes, is another 
outstanding alumnus of Lee, along with Charles 
W. Conn, Editor and Publisher, and Perdue Stanley, 
Editor of the Sunday School Literature. 

Among the state overseers are some young men who 
are products of the school—Y. W. Kidd, of Louisiana; 
Daniel Homner, of Washington and Oregon; F. W. Goff, 
of Illinois; Vessie D. Hargrave, Superintendent of Latin 
America, and others too numerous to mention.

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holiest good in the human heart.” Today, it is 

not hard for us to see how important loyalty 
has been to our own country. Our great governing body, 
our many universities, and our high principles of living 
have all been made possible because certain people were 
loyal to a causé. Yes, you will agree with me that 
loyalty has built our nation; also, that disloyalty can 
tear it to pieces. However, today I wish not to speak 
about national affairs, but about our own immediate 
situation as students of Lee College. 

Since 1918, many loyal people have labored hard to 
make Lee College a school of which we can be proud. 
Yet, all their efforts are not sufficient to lift us so 
high that the destructive hand of disloyalty can not 
tear us down. Their work is finished; their mark has 
been made. What Lee College is at present, and what 
Lee College will be tomorrow depends mostly upon us, 
the students. The administration, the faculty, and our 
financial backing are each vital parts of our school; 
yet, the determining factor, the spirit, the very life of 
Lee College will always rest within the student. 

Therefore, it is very important for us to consider seri- 
ously, and ask ourselves the questions, “Am I being a loyal 
student and thereby building my school, or am I being 
a disloyal one and thereby destroying that which I love?” 

I do not pretend to be an authority upon the subject 
of school life, and I recognize full well that no one 
person can answer all the questions. Yet, my two and 
one-half years of residence here at school assure me 
that there are at least three ways in which all of us 
can become more loyal students. 

First, let us notice that some of our students constantly 
voice dislike for the faculty. Why? It is not because any 
faculty member is unqualified to teach. In fact, I feel 
certain that records will show that every faculty member 
does more work and is better qualified than his salary 
at the end of the month would indicate. Neither is it 
because any faculty member has personally wronged 
them. I feel convinced that every teacher here has testi- 
fied openly both by word of mouth and a clean life 
that they are consecrated children of God. Maybe some 
people are just so formed that they can think of no 
better excuse for pure laziness than to place upon the 
shoulders of a teacher the responsibility of their own 
failures. Or again, perhaps some people can find no more 
delicious bit of gossip than to first contaminate their 
dormitory, then their homes, and finally their home 
churches with what they personally consider to be the 
failure of a faculty member. 

Our school does not claim to have a perfect faculty. 
Nowhere in the Lee College Manual is it stated that 
anyone here has reached a state of perfection. 

Even if we thus concede that there have been mis- 
takes or misunderstandings, does such give us reason

for being destructive in our attitudes? What do we think 
of the soldier who turns traitor simply because his com- 
mander made a mistake? There are correct and incor- 
rect ways for making needed adjustments. The loyal 
student searches for the correct ways and limits to them 
both his words and actions. 


SECOND, SOME people seem to think that 
the rules are too strict. Indeed, this is a debatable ques- 
tion. 

I admit that having chaperons for college students 
seems very. amusing at times, and I admit that any 
young man who has risked his life on the battlefields 
of Korea should be safe at night on the streets of 
Cleveland. Outwardly, many of the rules and restrictions 
may appear of minor importance; yet, I will not concede 
that a change is needful. 


Can we afford to gamble the reputation of Lee College 
upon the desires or wishes of one person? Do we realize 
that for one person to engage in sinful practices upon 
Lee College campus means that not only we but the 
entire Church of God shall suffer? For one shameful 
scandal to originate in our midst means that we have 
contracted a cancerous sore that only many years of 
hard, faithful labor will be able to remove. Be it granted 
that in time past a few young people have been expelled 
because of bad conduct; a few young people have brought 
shame to us because of acts contrary both to our school 
and Church. Yet, the fact remains that these rules, of 
which so many of us speak lightly, are the very things 
which continue to enable any Church of God minister 
or any loyal student of Lee College to confront an indig- 
nant father with the assurance that we did all things 
within our power to prevent the waywardness of his 
son; to face any heartbroken mother with the know- 
ledge that Lee College tried to teach her daughter real 
appreciation for virtue and character; these rules allow 
us to continue cur proclamation, “Lee College never has, 
is not, and never will sanction or approve anything con- 
trary to God’s Holy Word, as correctly interpreted by 
the Church of God.” Rules are not only for the purpose 
of keeping us from doing wrong, but also for protection 
to all concerned. 

Also, we note that some of us find the spiritual life 
at Lee unsatisfactory. Perhaps, it can truthfully be said 
that some have failed to find at Lee the spiritual fervor 
which they had anticipated; but, also, it can be stated 
that many young people filled with love and zeal for 
God have carelessly allowed their spiritual lives to wane 
after arriving at Lee College. As loyal students, we must 
remember that it is in our private talks with God where 
spiritual fire either kindles into flame or dwindles into 
nothingness. We must remember that it is what we live 
rather than say or speculate that receives the approval

HE PURPOSE OF LEE College is to train all who

The impedi- 
ment this would be to a minister is evident, for this 
infirmity was a constant source of trouble and embar- 
rassment to him.

One night this same 
young minister got up and testified. It was that God had 
told him to testify, and that if he would God would heal 
him. His speech was as clear and unhalting as if he had 
never had an impediment; this was a victory of no small 
import for this young man. A day or so later he testified 
again with the same readiness of speech.

SOCIAL LIFE AT LEE COLLEGE

EVERY PERSON, regardless of age, needs 
companionship and where could you find a more select 
group from which to choose your friends and com-+ 
panions than here at Lee College? If you need girl 
friends or boy friends, not primarily for marriage but 
for social growth and development, you can find those 
friends at Lee College. If you are a minister and you 
need the associations of other ministers to aid your 
spiritual as well as your social growth, you will have 
those at Lee College; for it is through such associations 
that we learn to be tolerant of the viewpoints of others 
and learn how to be a source of encouragement. If you 
are interested in music—instrumental or vocal—or if you 
need someone to aid you in forming a trio, quartet or 
string ensemble, you will find here students of similar 
desires and interests. If you have been called to do 
missionary work or if you feel a definite interest in 
such foreign work, you will meet others with the same 
calling who can be of help to you. If your interests 
are centered primarily on a specific profession, such as 
business, athletics, teaching, the social needs for com- 
panionship with those of common interests can be met 
here at Lee College. 

In addition to the social contacts made on the campus, 
in the classroom, and in the dormitories, we find it 
necessary, because the students are of different ages, 
interests, and localities, to have a widely varied but 
well-supervised social program. This is considered a 
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must for the contentment and enjoyment of those who 
attend Lee College. 

Following are some of the supervised activities which 
are carried on during the school year: First, there are 
club and class activities. The religious clubs, including 
the Ministerial Club, the Missionary Club, and the Youth 


for Christ Club, visit out-of-town churches, old folks’: 


homes, and jails, and hold street meetings in their effort 
to work for Christ while in school. Other clubs fall into 
the group called academic clubs: Athletic, Forensic, Fu- 
ture Teachers of America, Future Business Leaders of 
America, Home Economics, Spanish, Music, and Speech. 
These are designed to help the student know, understand, 
and enjoy a course better. In addition to these clubs, 
we have state clubs which encourage unity among stu- 
dents from a particular state or area and develop pride 
in that state. Too, there are honor clubs for those stu- 
dents who excel ‘scolastically. Further, there are class 
meetings so that students may learn to organize and work 
together as a class unit. The purpose of these clubs 
and classes is to stimulate leadership, to develop ability 
in organization, and to train students to work and to 
get along together in groups. 

Second, there is an athletic program which is well 
planned and supervised and gives activity to those who 
desire it. The school recreation room remains open at 
all hours which do not conflict with other activities. 

Third, programs and plays are presented either during 
chapel or in the evenings by different groups. Occasionally 
we have professional artists and speakers. This year, 
for example, we have had presented the Casale Vocal 
Ensemble of the University of Chattanooga, piano con- 
cert artists, Dr. Petrus, a converted Catholic priest who 
spoke on Catholicism; a panel discussion by Cleveland 
and Chattanooga doctors on cancer, and others. 

Fourth, a select group of films have been shown this 
year, e. g., one on the life of Martin Luther, a series 
of pictures on cancer, a missionary film, developed by 
our own Missions Department, on India; a film based 
on the music of Rachmaninoff, and other approved films 
of worthwhile interest to our students. 

Fifth, there are a series of yearly banquets, including 
state banquets and the senior banquet; parties, including 
those given by class and club groups; and picnics, such 
as the fall and spring picnics which are attended by 
all students and their families as well as by the faculty 
members and their families. These picnics prove to be 
two of the most outstanding social events of the year. 

As was previously stated, every person needs friends 
and companions, not primarily for marriage but for 
social growth and development. However, it may be stated 
that some individuals who have attended Lee College in 
the past did desire a companion for marriage. Following

/ really need Lee College?” And the question arises 

© in the minds of many, “Is the cost of maintaining 

and operating our own church school justified?” This is 

a good question. I have always been a practical sort of 

fellow. I want to see results. If I give my money I want 

to feel that I am getting value received in return. Then, 

if the cost of maintaining and operating Lee College is 

more than the benefits received, we are not justified in 

continuing to give our moral and financial support to the 
college. : 

I want to give some reasons why I think we need our 
own church school and college. 

We are living in an age when more emphasis is being 
put on education and training in every field or vocation 
of life. The demand today is for men and women who 
have been schooled and trained and are qualified because 
of the training they have received in the particular field 
or vocation they have chosen for their life’s work. The 
engineer, lawyer, doctor, accountant, office worker—for 
these training is a must. 

If training is a must in the professional and business 
world and it is absolutely necessary that a certain amount 
of time be spent in preparation in order that they may 
do their work more efficiently, what about the minister 
and Christian worker? Will the right kind of schooling 
and training increase his or her efficiency, or is being a 
Christian, having the call of God on one’s life and being 
sincere enough? 

Another question arises, “Is schooling and training 
Biblical?” For an answer, let us go to God’s Word and 
notice that when God wanted a leader to face Pharaoh 
and lead His people Israel out of bondage, He called Moses, 
a man schooled and learned in all the ways of the Egyp- 
tians. When Christ called the twelve to follow Him, He 
taught them for three and one-half years. It is true they 
are referred to as ignorant and unlearned men, but they 
did not stay that way. They studied under the greatest 
Teacher of any age, the Man Christ Jesus. When God 
needed a man as an apostle to the gentiles, He chose 
Saul of Tarsus, a student and scholar who had sat at 
the feet of the greatest teacher of his day. He was equally 
at home when preaching to the Roman jailer or King 
Agrippa on his throne. 

In 2 Timothy 2:15 we find these words, “Study to show 
thyself approved unto God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” Paul, 
the great Apostle, admonished the young minister, Timo- 
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thy, to study. He did not question Timothy’s call to preach. 
He did not question for one moment his sincerity or his 
salvation, but he did feel that Timothy needed something 
in addition to all of these other things. Therefore, he 
admonished him to study to show himself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth. 


If God is not opposed to schooling and training, what 
kind of school is best for our Church of God boys and 
girls and men and women who see the need of furthering 
their training? Is it best to enter a school or college with 
no particular Christian influence and a faculty that has 
been employed because of their ability to teach the subject 
or subjects in which they have majored with not too much 
thought, perhaps, given as to whether or not they will 
be able to build Christian character and instill right prin- 
cipals in those who sit in their classes? Would it not be by 
far best for our own Church of God people to attend 
our own Church of God school and college—a school with 
Holy Ghost-filled administrators, Holy Ghost-filled teach- 
ers, a school with a Christian influence and atmosphere, 
a school that emphasizes the need of a life of holiness and 
the Pentecostal blessing, a school where our missionaries 
are trained for the work of a missionary, a school and 
college where our ministers and Christian workers may 
spend time in preparation that will pay big dividends in 
their future and ministry? 


May I cite you to the fact that some of our most 
successful ministers in the Church of God are graduates 
of our own Lee College. Many of them would tell you that 
without the training and influence of Lee College, they 
could never have accomplished what they have already 
accomplished. 

I am fuily aware of the fact that attending college, 
and that alone, does not make a preacher. But if a person 
who is genuinely saved, sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost, has the call of God, plus a consecrated life, spends 
time in study and preparation in a Christian environment 
under Christian teachers, he has a mighty good combina- 
tion for the Christian soldier. 

All together now, let us boost our church school and 
college. Let us pray for the administration; pray for the 
faculty and personnel; pray for the student body; and 
may I urge you to pray for your Board of Directors. 

I sincerely believe that God who doeth all things well 
will reward our every effort as we labor together to pro- 
mote His great cause and kingdom in this present world.

linked with Spiritual emphases—a combination which 
endeavors to produce better citizens, as well as a more 
dedicated laity and ministry of the Church. 


The spirituality of Lee College is the reflection of the 
everyday consecration of its members—administration, 
faculty, staff, and students.

It was a beautiful sight to behold our 
young people dancing in the spirit and offering them- 
selves in complete surrender to God.

The regular environment of our campus should be con- 
ducive to the highest type of spiritual life. Only after at- 
tendance in secular schools, perhaps, can one fully appre- 
ciate the elements which are so familiar to us that we 
sometimes take them for granted. Prayer, for instance— 
here, prayer is basic; whereas, in secular schools hardly 
a mention of prayer may be made. Prayer which is the 
breath of the Christian life is so vital and so consistently 
a part of our lives. Prayer—before each class, in all public 
gatherings, in the gymnasium, in the dining room, in 
the dormitories, in the prayer rooms—prayer, the glorious 
privilege of communication with God, is a common expe- 
rience at Lee, 2 powerhouse ever available to us in our 
need. 


Other factors contribute to our normal environment: 
Bible study, worship activities in chapel and in Sunday 
night services, Christian fellowship, and opportunities for 
practical Christian experience. These and other resources 
are readily available and constantly in use for develop- 
ment and growth of our Christian experiences. 


Fellowship with Christian young people is a God-given 
privilege of Lee College students. Church of God young 
people from various parts of the United States and several 
foreign lands enjoy rich, wholesome fellowship which 
stems from a mutual love and admiration for our Lord. 
As students and teachers fellowship in varied activities, 








we are made to thank God for the spirit of oneness that 
unites our hearts in Him. 

Christians are saved to serve. Therefore, many of our 
students participate in service projects which not only 
help those to whom they minister, but also offer opportu- 
nities for spiritual development. The religious clubs on 
campus—Missions, Youth for Christ, and Ministerial— 
participate in numerous activities which contribute to in- 
dividual growth and development of spiritual powers. The 
Missions Club sponsors worthy projects in behalf of mis- 
sions. Representative groups visit local churches in neigh- 
boring states, carrying the lighted torch and disseminat- 
ing the challenge to support the cause of Christ through- 
out the world. The Youth for Christ Club directs services 
on the streets, in jails, in homes for the aged, and in child 
evangelism groups of white and colored children. With the 
slogan, “And he that winneth souls is wise,” these young 
people press on into deeper spiritual experiences as they 
minister to the needs of others. Ministerial students re- 
ceive training in the Ministerial Club which includes ac- 
tual experience in directing church services, when mem- 
bers visit nearby churches and take charge of complete 
services. 

While serving now, members of these clubs are acquir- 
ing valuable experience in Christian leadership. As a result 
of this practical training, more spiritually fit and other- 
wise qualified leadership will be available for positions of 
service in the Church, when school days have ended. 

But time marches on. With each new school year, new 
faces greet us. New faces, but kindred spirits to those 
who have previously occupied the campus. More lives are 
to be trained for the great task ahead. More souls are 
to enjoy the abundant life as they prepare for the task. 
Ours is the responsibility to keep before them the spiritual 
values which will lead them always into channels of ser- 
vice to God and their fellow man. ;

FAIRMONT, Ill—Last January 29 
my husband and I with our two 
daughters, 13 and 14 years of age, 
spent the entire day at Sunday School 
in worship services in Alvin, Illinois, 
where we are members. We usually 
spent the m4 when we went to church 
because our home is about thirty miles 
from the church. We had wonderful 
services on that day, but it started 
snowing after the evening service. On 
our way home my husband said, “We'll 
never make it home. We’ll never get 
up the hill.” We had a big hill to 
climb and it was then snowing so 
hard that we could hardly see the 
road. I answered him, “Yes, we will 
for I’ll pray all the way.” We drove in 
silence for I did not want to say any- 
thing that would upset or bother my 
husband. I knew how he dreaded driv- 
ing at night, and I did not want to 
put any more strain on him than he 
already had because of the snow and 
the night. I did pray all the way. 
After we went over the long hill, he 
said, “We made it, didn’t we?” I an- 
swered, “Yes, we did. Were you ner- 
vous?” He said, “I sure was.” When 
we were about one mile from home, 
we had to turn off the main road in 
order to reach our town.

First, I tried to lift 
his foot from the accelerator and then 
I thought of the switch and turned 
it off. Some tell me that a miracle 
saved my daughters and me. I do not 
know, but I do give God the glory. 
Although we are grief stricken be- 
cause of my husband’s death, for we 
did not want. to give him up, we 
realized that it could have been all of 
us who lost our lives. I know God 
hears and answers prayers and I do 
praise Him.—Mrs. Edna Ferber.
